During  the  months  of  s-nd  June  there  vras  an 

outbreak  of  Scarlet  Fever  in  Romileye  The  number  of  oases 
notified  was  50  i^^-  May  and  28  in  Juno.  This  is  quite 
exceptional  for  Rorniley,  and  is  tlio  first  time  so  many  cases 
kve  been  notified  in  so  short  a time® 

A peculiar  feature  of  the  outbreak  was  that 
almost  all  the  people  infected  were  living  on  the  left-hand 
side  of  the  road,  from  near  the  railway  bridge  at  Rorniley 
Statioiij  nearly  to  the  top  of  Gompstnll  Brov/-;  There  were  very 
few  people  infected  on  the  other  side  of  the  road. 
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At  first  it  was  thought  thair-the 
might  he  coining  from  the  milk  supply j as  most  of  the 
people  infected  v/ere  having  milk  from  the  same  farmer. 
The  farm  was  visited  and  everything  seemed  satisfactory. 
A sample  of  milk  taken  proved  negative  when  examined 
for  Haemolytic  Stir/'tococci  .j  I must  mention  here 
that  a son  of  one  oi  the  v/orkmen  had  heen  previously 
notified  as  suffering  from  Scarlet  F'evetj  and  this 
workman  had  heen  told  to  stay  away  from  the  farm 
until  the  incuhatxon  period  was  oveiu  This  he  did. 

Attention  was  then  turned  to  people  with 
sore  throatsj  and  ?/ho  were  living  in  the  same  house 
as  persons  suffering  from  Scarlet  Fevero  The 
Doctors  in  Roiniley  were  asked  to  take  swahs  from  these 
people.-.  As  a result  of  this 3 it  v/as  found  that  the 
swahs  were  poBitive  when  examined  for  E;.-^molytio 
Str^-ptococci , hut  the  persons  themselves  didn’t 
develop  Scarlet  Fever^  Sc  it  seemed  that  this  was 
the  cause  of  the  rapid  spread  of  the  disease. 

Hot  ices  were  then  posted  round  the  district 
in  public  places . stating  that  under  the  Public 
Health  Actj,  193^;  1&  an  offence  to  go  to  the 

pictures  or  other  gatherings  =,  for  a person  who  has 
heen  in  chtirge  of  an  infected  personc  People  were 
also  asked  not  to  send  clothe s.  which  had  heen  exposed 
to  infection,  to  the  1 aund ry 

By  the  end  of  dunej  the  notifications 
of  Scarlet  Fever  had  dropped  to  normalj  and  in  the 
following  months 3 only  five  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever 
were  notified-.  Another  feature  of  the  outbreak  was 
the  ages  of  the  persons  infectedo  These  ranged  from 
l~year  to  over  /O'-yoarsc 

During  this  time  the  other  parts  of  the 
district  were  comparatively  clear  of  -.niectious  diseases

WATHER  REPORTS . 

These  have  been  consistently  obtained  during, 
the  War  by  Mr.-  F<.  Tdwards  of  GreavOy  Romiley,  and 
Mr*  Ee  Eayes,  Iviaaap^er  of  the  Sewage  Works,  Bredbury, 

Detailed  records  have  been  kept  and  a short  Nummary 
fo^  1945  indicates  that  the  total  rainfall,  for 
Romiley  during  the  3''ear,  was  36064’’  .'  compared  with 
43*27  for  1944^-  Bredbury  results  show  31*09  inches, 
compared  with  40e93  "-or  1944'» 

Both  reports  show  that  July  was  unusual  for 
this  district,  being  a very  dry  month  - rainfcill  in  . 
Bredbury  v/as  only  33?’  of  the  average  for  5~y©h-rs, 
whilst  Romiley  rain.fali  was  about  40?>  of  the  average* 

August  v/as  also  a rather  dry  month,  and  the  highest 
temperature  of  the  year  v/as  recorded  --  82'^,  However, 
this  v/as  spoilt  at  the  end  of  the  month  v/ith  1*55 
inches  of  rain  at  Bredbury,  and  2,40"  at  Romiley* 

In  Hr-y/ember,  the  fi.rst  screen  and  ground  frost 
of  the  season  was  not  recorded  at  Bredbury  until  the 
11th,  v/hich  is  unprecedented  for  about  I3  years*

Further  accommodation  is  available  as  and  when  required# 

During  the  months  of  May  and  June,  the 
Hospital  was  taxed  to  the  utmost,  due  to  Scarlet  Fever 
outbreak,  and  cases  were  sent  to  Macclesfield, 
Altrincham  and  Stockport,  as  well  as  Hyde. 


AMEULAHCE  SERVICE, 

Many  meetings  have  been  held  in  connection 
with  this  service^  and  as  a result,  a Joint  Comraittee 
has  been  formed  to  administer  it^'or  several  local 
authorities  in  Lancashire  and  Cheshire#  Regulations

HOUSING, 


The  Council  omi  633  houses  (or  bungalows, 
plus  a farm  and  a farm  house),  of  which  613  v/ere 
provided  under  the  Housing  Acts,  and  54  of  this 
number  beigg  bungalows  for  aged  people. 

This  has  been  the  most  debated  subject  during 
the  last  i2  months,  and  some  considerable  progress  has 
bean  made. 

After  considerable  negotiations,  two  sites 
have  been  acquired  - one  at  Cherry  Tree  Estate,  Romiley, 
and  pne  at  Holly  House  Farm  (Woodlands)  Estate,  Bredbury, 
Each  of  these  consists  of  26— acres,  and  at  12  houses 
per  acre,  would  permit  the  erection  of  about  660  house sj 
negotiations  for  a further  site  are  proceeding, 

.The  Street  Works  are  in  progress  on  the  Cherry 
Tree  Estate,  and  the  first  contract  for  22  houses  has 
been  let.  This  will  be  followed  by  a further  28,  and 
more  as  and  when  labour  is  available.

The  Council  now  own  two  farms  situate  in 
the  Brabyn’s  Estate  at  Romiley,  at  the  rear  of  the  Cherry 
Tree  Estate,  and  known  as  Higher  Watermeetings  and 
Lower  Watermeetings  Farms, 

A number  of  improvements  have  been  carried 
out  to  the  fatrm  buildings  and  house,  including  the 
supply  of  "Town’s  Water”  and  Electricity,  These  two 
services  are  very  essential  for  the  production  of  clean 
milk  - plentiful  water  supply  being  essential  for 
cleaning  both  cowsheds  and  dairy  equipment  - whilst 
electricity  is  utilised  for  milking  machinery  and 
sterilising  plant. 


’7ATER  SUPPLY  . 

The  Council  are  the  Water  Authority,  The  Stockport 
Corporation  supply  the  district  (in  bulk)  from  three  sources  - 
Kinder,  Goyt  VElley  and  Lyme  Park,  Stockport  Corporation 
collect  sampfe  from  these  sources,  the  latter  two  supplying 
water  to  the  service  reservoir  at  Greave,  Romiley,  since 
June,  1939»
